Despite the Capulet-Montague feud, Jlqmeo and his friends, masked, enter. 
Mercutio sings of Queen Mab, the fairies’ midwife. The Montagues retire. 
Juliet sings her waltz song. Kpmeo, returning alone, sees her. He unmasks. 
Their love is instantaneous. Tybalt returns, Romeo masks too late. Tybalt 
recognizes him and Juliet learns tliut Romeo is an enemy of her house. Tybalt 
wants to attack the intruding Montagues but Capulet, observing the law of 
hospitality, intervenes. 

ACT 11 .— Capulet’s gardens. Romeo escapes from his friends, who have dis- 
covei-ed his love affair. He enters with his page Stephano who leaves. Romeo, 
when Juliet comes to her balcony, conceals himself and from her song learns 
that she loves him. He comes forward and they express their love. Gregory 
and otlier Capulet servants, having seen Stej)hano leave, suspect an intrusion 
but fail to find Romeo. Juliet goes in to her nurse who calls. She reappears 
to take leave of Romeo. 

ACT III. —Scene 1: briar Laurence’s cell. Hoping to end the Capulet- 
MontAgue feud, the Friar marries Romeo and Juliet. Gertrude, Juliet’s nurse, 
approves. 

Scene 2: The street outside Capulet’s palace. Romeo is within, visiting 
Juliet. Stephano, fearing Romeo cannot get out, sings a song to draw on 
the Capulet servants. Gregory and Stephano fight. Montagues and Capulets 
arrive. Tybalt shiys Mercutio, Romeo slays Tybalt. The Duke banishes 
Itomeo. 

ACT IV. —Juliet's room. Romeo, going into e«ile. bids her farewell. Ro^o 
gone, Gertrude announces the visit of Capulet and Friar Laurence. The 
dying Tybalt has urged Capulet to hurry the marriage of Paris and Juliet. 
The Friar and the I^irse do not now dare to reveal Juliet’s secret marriage. 
Capulet leaves the Friar to instruct Juliet on her wedding to Pans. Instead, 
to gain time to send a message to the exiled Ronieo, he gives her a potion, 
whose effect is that she shall appear as dead for many hours. 

act V. —Friar Laurence’s message’s message to Ronieo has not reached him. 
Insteafl. Romeo has heard that Juliet is dead and is lying in state in the 
Capulet tomb. He comes to see her and takes poison. Juliet awakens from 
the philtre and, not yet knowing that Romeo has taken poison, is enraptured 
on finding him. The poison takes effect, Romeo dies. Juliet stabs herself 
with liis dagger.
